CUSTOM HOUSE AFPBAISERS. 


NISIV I'OKK. 1>KMOC11ATS. 


It seoma as if everything pertaining to 


the affairs of National, State and Munic- 
ipal affairs in Pennsylvania is conducted 
on crooked principles. "Addition, divi 
sion and silence" is thoroughly under 
stood by officials in that State, who 
under the guise of patriotism, plunder 
the people. The defalcation of Barilsley 
and rascality of the Keystone Bank offic 
ials caused somebody to notice the man 
ner in which the Custom House at Phila- 
delphia is, conducted, and the result is 
the arrest of five mercantile appraisers 
These gentlemen 
-were appointed, as 


nearly all Custom House officials are 
for services rendered "the party," not 
because of their fitness for the position 
which they occupied. 
Knowing that 


fact they took advantage of the circuuv 
stance, and either neglected their duties 
or used their official position for their 
own 
pecuniary 
benefit. 
They 
are 


charged with various forms of derelic- 
tion in office, and were held by a Magis 
trate in |3,500 bai^each for appearance 
at the next term of court. 


It has been charged, nnd good grounds 


given on which to base the charge, that 
many appraisers in the principal Custom 
Houses of the country undervalue many 
articles of import' for a consideration, 
thus enriching themselves at the expense 
of the public revenue and driving im- 
porters, who <lo not understand addition, 
division and silence out of business be- 
cause they cannot pay the full tariff on 
their goods and compete 
with those 


whose merchandise is admitted at tin un- 
dervaluation. Instances ha\ e been < ite 1 
in which clothing wool, on which the 
duty is ten cents per pound in the dirty, 
twenty cents if washed, and thirty cents 
if scoured, has been appraised as carpet 
wool, and admitted at one-half or one- 
third of those rates. 
This is a gross in- 


justice to the honest importer, who is 
driven to the wall by dishonest competi- 
tion, and it accounts for the seemingly 
unaccountable fact that Nevada clothing 
wools frequently do not net the produc- 
ers only four or five cents per pound 
more than the tariff on such wools. This 
leads him to behove that similar wools 
can be produced in Australia and South 
America at a few cents per pound, when, 
in fact, the cause is found in the Custom 
Houses in Boston, New. Yoik and Phila- 
delphia, where political sinkers and 
ward politicians are given responsible 
positions as a reward for their services in 
elections. 


In State Convention at Saratoga- 


Special to the Journal. 


SARATOGA, N. T., September 15.—The 


Democratic State Convention was called to 
order at noon. George Raines of Roches 
ter, was chosen temporary chairman and 
began his address. He said: "The cam- 
paign which draws upon us is to be (ought 
upon the records of the parties in State 
Adminioistration. That onra will assure 
the confidence of the people in their actual 
leadership, we are no longer left to con- 
jecture. 


As to tho 
Republican 
leadership. 


Plattism stalks in it for popular view and 
judgment. The most conspicuoni plank 
in the Republican platform is a precise ac- 
knowledgement of reciprocity in trade with 
foreign people aa advantageous to all our 
industries." 


The temporary chairman pointed with 


pride to the growing commerce of onr ooun 
try and the reciprocity with oar American 
neighbors induced, by the matchless fore* 
sight of Secretary Elaine—The foresight BO 
commended dates from February. 
1890, 


and was very hateful to tho Republican 
Congress. 


It came too late to stop the movement of 


the people in every State to retire that Re- 
publican Congress. The foresight of tbe 
people bad been exercised at a much earlier 
period and had been kept alive by tbe wil- 
ful refusal of Congress to give such redac- 
tions of tbe tariff as would make it compet- 
itive, not prohibitory. 


"It is on the lines of State affairs that 


this content mast wage most keenly. Tbe 
people are weary of the dictator of a legis- 
lation not charged by the peopla with.office. 
They realize that Plait's whim baa been n 
breath in tbe nostrils of Senator Fnssett 
during nil whole career. Pnesett's leader- 
ship has been forced upon bis associates by 
every appliance of machine politic?. 
He 


has held by the throat the largest interests 
of the State, until they gave up by bribes 
of places or subservience to tho ambition 
of Platt." 


Tbe spanker dwelt at length [upon State 


matters. Speaking of (be last census, tbe 
speaker said that the State by it was robbed 
of tbe equal right at tbe ballot bos. 
He 


scored the Republican Legislature for its 
failure to do various things for the good 
of tbe State and the people. 


In closing he ealogized Hill, Ha Loped 


the mantle of succession in the high office 
of Governor would (all upon as brave and 
skillful a leader and as true a Democrat as 
the Governor-Senator, 


THE DEMAND FOR PENSIONS. 


General Enoch, Congressman 
elect 


from Ohio, asked Commissioner Raum 
of the Pension Bureau why there was 
not uniformity in answers to his calls 
for a status of pension claims. Commis- 
sioner Itaum in his reply states that on 


FL.OOD8 IN SPAIN, 


July 1st there were 523,7^8 claimants 
who had never been pensioned and 895,- 
608 claims for an increase, making a 
total of 929,426 pending claims. 
It is 


practically impossible to bring ail these 
claims to an immediate settlement, nnd 
new claims aro to a great eatent given 
the precedence over claims for an in- 
crease. 


Last year the Pension Office received 


over 1,370,600 
communications 
from 


claimants, their friends and attorneys. 
Members of Congress alone sent nearly 
155,000 communications regarding pen- 
sion claims last year. 


There were 537,944 pensioners on the 


rolls last December. 
Several, perhaps 


thousands, have sinco been added, and 
there aro 523,787 now claims yet pend- 
ing. 
If the ponding claims are allowed 


there will be over one million pensioners 
on the rolls, and about $250,000,000 a 
year will be required to pay them. 


The late President Garfleld was very 


much mistaken when, in apologizing for 
in creasing the pension appropriation to 
$39,000,000 a year, ho declared that the 
climax in pensions had been reached, 
and that of necessity the claims upon 
tho people from that 
source would 


thenceforward grow less and less every 
year. Experience proves that tho further 
we get from thd war tho greater tbe de- 
maud for pousiouo.

MADRID, September E3.—The oveiflow- 


tog o( (he Coosuegra threatens to cause 
farther dumage. 
Families saved 
from 


Oruwuiog ace ia grout distress from want 
of food. An estimated account classed as 
a moderate one, and which is within, 
rather than over tbe actual number, places 
the total death list at 2,000. 
A large 


number of corpses still rest where they 
were found, and unless Boon buried an 
epidemic of fever is feared. So far as 
possible the bodies of tbe drowned are be- 
ing gathered from the streams and mud 
banks and ruins and are being buried in 
trenches. Unhappily the worst is not yet 
known and months of terrible privations 
and extreme suffering are before the utterly 
impoverished sutvivors. Crops are gone, 
cattle swept away, bongos ruined and all 
that would enable them to earn their 
bread has vanished beneath torrents of 
water. Extreme distress and a positively 
ravenous feeling of starvation prevails in 
many sections. Bands of desperate men, 
determined to obtain bread at any cost for 
tbeir hunger-tortured families, have been 
driven to making raids on and pillaging 
buildings where they expected to find 
food. 
Troops have been instructed to 


take most severe measures to protect 
property. Two thousand kiles of army 
bread have arrived in the flooded districts. 
When the Government delegate in charge 
of the first consignment of bread arrived 
be was beset by the famished inhabitants, 
male and female, the majority half naked 
or clad in rags, and most of them on their 
knees with hands uplifted praying for 
succor.

On September 9 tbe ex-President of the 


French Republic died. 


Jules Grevy was born August 15, 1813, 


at Mont Sons-Vandrez, France. 
After 


having studied for the bar in the College 
of Poligny he was admitted an advocate. 
In tbe revolution of July, 1830, M. Grevy 
took a prominent part and defended many 
of the Radical members who were charged 
with political offenses. In 1813 he was 
appointed Commissary of tbe Provisional 
Government in bis department and was 
returned to the Constituent Assembly, 
heading the list of the successful candi- 
dates for the Jura. As a member of the 
Committee of Justice, and Vice President 
of the Assembly, M. Grevy frequently 
ascended the tribuuo and proved himself

He !• Not "Tour Kicellcncy," Nor "Tour 


Honor"—Neither Is He to Be Written 
to M "Dear Sir"—FUlu Mr. President 
Is RofflsJent—Why It IVa* So Decreed. 
If you ask a president's private secre- 


tary he will tell you, among other 
things, that not one person out of ten in 
writing to the president addresses" him 
properly. 
Each correspondent seems $o 


follow his own sweet fancy. Thus the 
man who writes and asks for a pension 
or an office on the ground that he qeryed 
in the war is apt to be'gin his letter, 
"Dear General," and after haying told 
his wants be signs himself, "Yours fra- 
ternally." 


Thia is pretty familiar. The president 


isn't a general, except In that he is com- 
mander in chief of the army, and as for, 
all men being brothers, it is true as a 
theory, but is hardly correct on all occa- 
sions ns a practice. If the letter from 
the old army man is answered, as pearly 
all letters are, the writer is addressed 
with dne formality as "Sir," and not as 
"Dear Comrade." This ought to be a 
sufficient hint to him to keep his' dis- 
tance, but it is not, and a week later he 
bobs up serenely with another long com- 
munication to his "Dear General." 


There are a number of his correspond- 


ents who wish to be very formal and 
respectful, and they always call him 
"Excellency." It sounds so big, is such 
a pleasing mouthful, that many people 
who ought to know better cannot resist 
the temptation of using this form./' A£ 
between such an expression as "Dear 
General" and "Your Excellency" the 
former is preferable, for there is no law 
against if, while there certainly is an 
unwritten Inw against the latter. 


When the constitution was formed 


there was a great deal of discussion as 
to the form of address that should be 
applied to the president. Some people 
thought he should be addressed "Excel- 
Jency," others would be satisfied with 
"Your Highness," while still others 
thought he shoiild be called "Majesty." 
The New Yorkers who bore in mind the 
days of the Dutch republic wanted the 
head of this republic called "His High 
Mightiness." 


FBEQTJENT MISTAKES. 


After a great deal of wrangling and 


considerable exhibition of party feeling 
over the matter, it was finally decided 
for all time to come that the chief execu- 
tive should be addressed simply as ' 'the 
president of the United States." That 
settled it and made it an impropriety to 
call him "Excellency." The governor of 
a state Iris more form about him in cor- 
respondence than the president, for up- 
less there is a clause in the constitution 
of the state expressly prescribing some 
other mode of address, it is correct to 
call him "Excellency." 


The democratic spirit of some states 


has interfered to prevent this, and it has 
been prescribed that the governor re- 
ceive some simpler title, but there are 
only two or three of these states. As a 
general thing the rule can be laid down 
that the governor of a state should be 
addressed "Your Excellency." To begin 
a letter to the president tn the same way 
is to establish an equality between the 
two executives that does not exist. 


Another frequent mistake is made by 


those who begin their letters to the 
president, "Your Honor." His honoris 
the presiding judge of a court, or usually 
the mayor of a city. Some men, from 
constant associations with courts of jus- 
tice, come to regard the judge as the 
highest and mightiest individual on 
earth, and they can conceive of no great- 
er distinction to be conferred on the 
president than to call him "Your Honor." 


To cut a long matter short, let the cor- 


rect form for addressing the president be 
given. I is simply this, "Benjamin Har- 
rison, president of the United States, 
Mr. President." Then after you have 
said your say, if you are not proud, you 
can finish thfe communication thus, "I 
have the honor to be, Mr. President, 
your obedient servant, John Smith." 


ADDRESSED BY KINGS. 


Don't make the mistake that is some- 


times perpetrated of signing yourself 
thus; "1 have the honor to be John 
Smith."' It may reflect honor on you to 
be who you are, but it is hardly modest 
of yon to say BO. What you want to 
say is that you consider it an honor to 
be the president's obedient servant. 


To the reht of the world Uncle Sam 


and the president are one, and that is 
why the latter insists upon ceremony in 
his dealings with other powers. 
Proba- 


bly readrts tire familiar with the fort.i 
observed in correspondence between tha

Harrison in the same terms of equality 
as are used by the emperor of Germany, 
and the president replies in kind. The 
The head of these little islands receives 
a munificent salary of less than $300 a 
year—that is, ho receives it if there is 
money enough in the treasury to pay it. 


When Germany had trouble with his 


majesty and demanded an indemnity for 
damages of $40,000, a broad smile went 
around the world, for it was well known 
that the treasury of Samoa had never 
had, and in all probability never would 
have, a sum half so large in its coffers. 
Yet the king of Samoa is addressed by 
the president as "Great and good friend," 
and the president signs himself, "Your 
good friend," and when Queen Victoria 
receives a letter from the president he 
treats her with precisely tho same for- 
mality and no more.—Washington Star.
